WILD FIRE” IN TOBACCO 


New Placate Worrying Virginia and 
Carolina Growers. 
A new tobacco disease has appeared 
In certain sections of Virginia and 
North Carolina, according to Dr. It. A. 
Wolf of the North ('arniinn ext*erlment 
station, and because of Its destructive­ 
ness is the cause of much concern to 
the tobacco growers. 
The disease was present In some 
places last year, hut did not attract 
much attention because It was not 
widespread. The disease spreads very 
rapidly during rainy weather and ha# 
lieen appropriately given the name of 
“wild fire." 
“Wild fire” has been found to he due 
to a germ or bacterium. Three days a f­ 
ter healthy plants are inoculated with 
these germs they show yellow spots, 
marking the beginning of the disease. 
In some sections the Idea Is pretty gen­ 
erally held that fertilizer of one brand 
or another, or one proportion or an ­ 
other, were the cause of “wild fire.” In 
others it Is said to be due to weather 
condition*, to the prevalence of Insects, 
etc. 
Judging from a knowledge of other 
germ diseases, experts are confident 
that nothing can he done to cheek the 
disease In the field. Since It started Iii 
the plant beds. It may he possible to 
prevent It there. 
In order to deter 
mine this, studies are being made of 
the origin of the disease and Its means 
of spread and it is planned to put a 
complete rejmrt In the hand# of to­ 
bacco growers before next planting 
season.

The Germans are sending back Into 
France by thousands the women, the 
little children und the old men who 
have been held In the captured prov­ 
inces, and on the American Bod Cross 
has fallen the task of caring for them 
—85O.UO0 homeless ones to date, and 
more coming qyery day.

talnlng 1,(JU0 people, OO per cent of j 
whom are women aud children, arrive i 
dally at Evlan homeless, sick, terror- . 
I zed after three years of captivity,lf ea- 
blen MaJ. Gen. Grayson M. I*. Murphy, 
R«*d Cross commissioner for France. 
“The children are In very poor con­ 
dition, many suffering from tubercu­ 
losis, skin and. Infectious diseases. 
“The American Bed Cross is open­ 
ing a dispensary at Eviun, and an 
acute hospital of 30 beds for the sick­ 
est of the children. 
A convalescent 
hospital of 120 bed* at Thonon near 
Evlan Is being taken over by the Red 
Cross and plans are being mude for 
a hospital of 250 beds at .St. Joseph 
du Lac, near Evlan.” 
For the care of these “rapatries” 
tho Red Cross has formed a bureau 
of refuge and home relief, and Ed­ 
ward T. Devine, professor of social 
economics ut Columbia university, has 
been appointed by Major Murphy to 
he chief of the bureau. 
This bureau plans to supply these 
homeless people with portable houses, 
help them to complete damaged or 
purtly built houses, supply them with 
a little furniture and implements, and 
help them support themselves.

Industrial conservation means the 
preservation and protection of the 
lives. Uberties and rights of men rn 
industry as much as it does the pro­ 
tection of the economic agencies of 
manufacture. 
It spells industrial in 
tegrity. 
The age of ruthless compe­ 
tition is relegated to the past. 
The 
interests of employees and employers 
are not necessarily identical, hut they 
ar# mutual. If the humblest employee 
in any industry is not interested In 
the success of the concern for which 
he works he should be eliminated. 
If 
the executive of any large industrial 
concern is not interested in the hum 
blest toller the executive should be 
eliminated 


Th e M eaning af Co-operation. 
The new idea In industry is a closet 
kinship and deeper appreciation of the 
necessity for mutuality aud co-opera 
Lion. 
Co-operation means not m erely 
the physical co-ordination of industry; 
it means the spirit with which the la­ 
bor la performed. Co-operation is not 
a question of wage or hours of labor: 
it la an agency for the the betterment 
of employees, stockholders and offi­ 
cers. 
If an industrial concern cannot 
m anufacture good will, it ought to go 
out of business.

HK PROBLEM IN . DUNCE 


Story of Metal’a Rise In Valua In War 
Time* Reads Like Romanes— Rus­ 
sian Ruble and Indian Rupee Are 
Worth Mora ae Bullion Than as 
Money. 


Silver has advanced lo price by sev­ 
en-leagued strides for a considerable 
time. 
Everything in the present m ar­ 
ket for precious metals points to th** 
probability that the rise will continue. 
The story of silver* since tile war 
began Is one of the romances of th*1 
great struggles. 
So recently us 1900 
the commercial ratio of gold to sliver 
was stated at 39.74. 
For 1904 it was 
liven as 37.49; silver has therefore 
lightly more than double in value, as 
compared to the nominal quotations of 
{old since the first of the war. 
This, however, is not really so ustou- 
Nhiug as it seems at first glance. De- 
ipite its use us subsidiary money all 
>ver the world, sliver is still merely a 
mimpodity, and Its Increase is only a 
little less tflan that of other commodi­ 
ties. The Economist’s Index figure at 
the end of July, 1914, was 116.0; at the 
ruff of August, 1917, It was 257.1. 
Silver has gone up in value us com­ 
pared to gold, hut not as compared to 
*ommoditles. 
It bus actually fallen a 
trifle in comparison with the average 
A commodities. Measured In gold th* 
price of silver is higher today thau It 
Das been for 30 years. 
One of the problems of the financial 
world is this of silver. 
Everybody 
Knows that whenever the bullion value 
A a coin gets above Its monetary value 
there Is u tendency to withdraw the 
?oln from circulation, melt It down and 
sell it as bullion. Iu various countries 
silver coins are right now worth more 
aa bullion than as money. 
Ruble Worth More ae Bullion. 
For example, the Russian ruble was 
worth before the war 51 cents aa 
money, but Its bullion value was much 
less. 
When the price of silver bullion 
got to 50 J arnee, or 
per ounce, th** 
silver In the Russian ruble was worth 
2s. 7Vid„ or 63 cents. If one could get 
hold of a few tons of rubles at their 
nominal price, melt them down anil 
offer them tor sale in the London ailver 
market it would he u flue speculation 
The effort is that the ruble disappear* 
from ordinary circulation. The Ru*«laL 
paper ruble was quoted at the earn* 
time as worth only 6 ^ ., or 13 cents 
Russia is thus on a palier basis, with t 
sadly
